THE RAILWAYS (PUNITIVE CHARGES 
FOR OVERLOADING OF WAGON) RULES 

G.S.R. 558 (E):—In exercise of the powers 
conferred by clause (d) of sub section (2) of sec¬ 
tion 87 of the Railways Act, 1989 (24 of 1989) 
read with Section 22 of the General Clauses Act, 
1897 (10 of 1897), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules, namely :— 

1. Short Title and Commencement:— 

(1) These rules may be called the Railways 
(Punitive charges for overloading of wagon) 
Rules, 1990. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date 
of commencement of the Act. 


2. Definitions: In these rules, unless the con¬ 
text otherwise requires : — 

(a) ‘Act’ means the Railways Act, 1989 (24 
of 1989) 

(b) ‘Class rate’ is the freight rate applicable 
to the class assigned to a particular com¬ 
modity by the Central Government. 

(c) ‘Other charges’ means charges other than 
freight which are incidental to or connect¬ 
ed with carriage of goods. 

(d) ‘Permissible carrying capacity’ means the 
normal carrying capacity determined under 
sub-section (2) or (3) or section 72 or 
where a railway administration has deter¬ 
mined a varied carrying capacity under 
sub-section (4) of section 72, such varied 
carrying capacity, whichever is higher. 

(e) ‘Schedule’ means the Schedule to these 
Rules. 

(f) ‘Section’ means section of the Act. 
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(g) ‘Small rate’ means the freight rate appli¬ 
cable to the commodity when offered 
for carriage by Railway in ‘Smalls’ as 
distinguished from wagon load, as fixed 
by the Central Government by general 
or special order. 

(h) Words and expressions used and not 
defined in these Rules but defined in the 
Act shall have the meaning respectively 
assigned to them in the Act. 


3. Punitive charges for overloading:—Where 
goods are loaded in a wagon or truck beyond its 
permissible carrying capacity, the railways ad¬ 
ministration may, in addition to normal freight 
and other charges, recover for the distance bet¬ 
ween the forwarding station and the destination 
station, charges by way of penalty as specified in 
Part I of the schedule in the case of goods loaded 
in a loose condition and Part II of the Schedule 
in the case of goods other than those loaded in a 
loose condition from the consignor, the consignee 
or the endorsee as the case may be.
